To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the 
Borough  of  Grantham. 

Mesdames  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Report  o,n  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  Administration  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1944. 

This  Report,  by  the  direction  of  the  Minister  of  Health,  iis 
prepared  on  the  lines  of  that  for  1943.  The  vital  -statistics  will  be 
amplified,  and  the  estimate  of  the  population  for  the  Borough  is 
given  as  2:3,220.  The  statistical  Summary  )iis  placed  at  the 
beginning  of  this  report. 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  number  of  births  dm  the 
borough  is  much  higher  than  it  has  been  for  many 
years,  probably  for  fifty  years.  In  the  year  1935  only  292 
births  were  recorded.  There  are  two  obvious  reasons  for  the 
difference,  viz. , the  population  as  estimated  must  be  considered 
to  be  much  higher  than  23,220,  and  there  is  a rather  high  propor- 
tion oif  births  which  are  not  actually  those  of  residents  of  (tihe 
borough.  These  births  would  in  more  normal  conditions  be 
credited  to  other  areas.  One  result  of  the  large  number  of  births 
in  the  borough  has  been  a very  great  difficulty  in  arranging  for 
thie  accouchement  of  many  mothers,  particularly  where  the  wife 
of  a service  man.  or  factory  worker  has  been  in  lodgings.  The 
Grantham  Hospital  has  had  20  beds  available,  and  has  been 
enabled  to  treat  399  confinements  during  the  year,  this  number 
including  both  urban  and  rural  cases.  It  is  the  intention  of  the 
Hospital  that  a further  number  of  beds  should  be  made  available 
for  this  purpose  in  due  course,  probably  an  additional  twenty  beds. 

The  vital  statistics  for  the  year,  therefore,  show  a marked 
increase  in  the  Birth.  Rate,  apparent  rather  than  actual. 
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Tihe  Death  Rate  for  the  year,  11.6  per  1,000  population,,  works 
out  at  the  same  figure  as  the  average  for  England  and  Wallies.  The 
Infantile  Mortality  Rate  at  35  per  1,000  births,  compared  wiltlh 
46  per  1,000  births  for  England  and  Wales.  The  number  of 
illegitimate  births — 60  out  of  513 — represents  a percentage  of  11.6. 
In  the  years  1914  to  1918  the  percentage  was  8.  Under  normal 
comdiions  a percentage  of  4 was  an  average  figure  for  the  borough. 
Those  interested  in  social  problems  will  no  doubt  hope  that  in  the 
near  future  this  important  problem  will  lead  to  a further  diminu- 
tion in  illegitimacy. 


GENERAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  BOROUGH 

The  health  of  your  District  has  been  good  in  spite  of  five  years 
of  the  European  war,  in  which  the  borough,  has  had  rather  more 
than  its  share  of  air  bombardment;  we  are  grateful  that  none  of 
our  architectural  treasures  have  been  severely  damaged. 

The  question  of  Venereal  Disease  has  been  before  the  public. 
Your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  no  definite  evidence:  on  this 
subject.  It  is  probable  that  the  County  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  will  report  on,  this  matter. 

Tuberculosis  wiil  be  considered  in  a later  part  of  the  Report. 

The  care  of  premature  infants  and  illegitimate  children  has 
been  considered  by  the  Health  Committee  with  'the  idea  of  giving 
assistance  toi  the  Health  Visitor  and  staff. 

The  treatment  of  cases  of  scabies  both  in  the  Borough  and 
the  Rural  District  has  been  very  efficiently  carried  out,  and  there 
has  been  a considerable  diminution  in  the  number  of  cases  treated. 

The  water  supply  of  the  area  wiil  be  dealt  with  later  in  the 
report. 

Diphtheria  .immunisation  has  been  carried  out  by  the  practi- 
tioners in  the  area.  With  regard  to  children  of  school  age,  the 
percentage  of  students  immunised  approximates  85%.  Several 
school  teachers  have  shown,  figures  of  90%  or  more.  The  percen- 
tage of  children  bellow  school  age  has  been  estimated  by  the 
Health  Visitor  to  be  80%  immunised.  These  are  very  satisfactory 
figures.

This  lisit  is  .a  very  satisfactory  one.  I!t  will  be  seen  (that  only 
one  case  of  diphtheria  occurred  during  /the  year,  a child1  of  14  who 
had  not  been  immunised,  and  an  inmate  of  a Children’s  Institu- 
tion,. There*  were  several  other  children  in  (the  Institution,,  who 
had  ail  been  immunised,  and  there  were  no  further  cases.  This 
child  was  removed  :tb  the  Grantham  Isolation  Hospital. 

One  case  of  cerebro -spinal'  fever  occurred,  and  was  treated 
at  the  Grantham  Hospital,  a good  recovery  following. 

Six  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  only  were  notified,  two  being  open 
to  doubt.  One  of  these  cases,  a non-resident,  was,  admitted  to<  the 
Isolation  Hospital . It  was  of  a very  severe  nature  which  is 
rarely  seen  now,  and  had  a fatal  termination. 

Three  rural  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  admitted  to*  your  Isola- 
tion Hospital  in  addition  to  this  case.  Other  admissions  ito  the 
Isolation  Hospital  were  two  cases  of  measles,  one  from  the 
borough  and  one  from  the  rural  district.  One  case  of  German 
measles  from  the  rural  area  was  also,  admitted. 

Five  cases  of  puerperal  sepsis  were  notified,  one  being  a 
rural  case.  Four  of  these  received  institutional  treatment,  and  did 
well.  It  is,  very  satisfactory  to  record  that  there  were  no 
maternal  deaths  during  the  year. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

Notifications  were  received  of  nineteen  cases  of  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  and'  five  of  non-p  ulmonary  disease.  These  are  aver- 
age  figures.  The  cases  will  be  found  tabulated  (page  17)  as 
regards  to  age  and  sex,  together  with  the  fatal  cases  of  tubercu- 
losis during  the  year.  The  latter,  number  seven  cases  of  pul- 
monary disease  and  one  of  meningitis,  a number  which  is  satisfac- 
torily small. 

The  incidence  of  tuberculosis  in  your  district  during  the  last 
twenty  years  iiis  without  doubt  below  the  average  of  many  parts 
of  England  and  Wales, 
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Appended  is  'the  Aninmai  Report  of  Miss  Ford  on  the  work  of 
the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare'  Centre,  which  shows,  an  in- 
crease of  duties  performed  during  the  year. 

Other  points  in  the  Report  will  be  added  to  by  Mr.  S.  F. 
Nott,  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  of  the  Borough. 

The  Committee  are  well  aware  of  an  acute  shortage  of  houses 
in  the  Borough,  as  indeed  is  the  case  throughout  the  country,  and 
iit  is  hoped  that  before,  long  a considerable  amelioration  in  the 
position  of  affairs  will!  be  possible.

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  water  undertaking  is  owned  by  the  Grantham  Water- 
works Company.  The  supply  was  sampled  at  frequent  intervals, 
and  during  the  year  the  Analyst  reported  the  water  to  be  of  satis- 
factory bacterial  quality  in  respect  of  all  twenty  samples  which 
were  submitted'  to  him. 

A copy  of  his  report  upon  a sample  of  water  taken  from  the 
public  supply  in  March  is  given  below:

ANALYST’S  REMARKS.— This 

water  is  of  satisfactory 

chemical  quality  for  human  consumption,  domestic  use  and  daily 
purposes  although  rather  hard.  The  indications  of  pollution  are 
not  very  marked'  but  the  supply  is  chlorinated  and  during  recent 
months  has  been  of  consistently  good  bacterial  quality. 


THE  CONDUIT 

This  ancient  public  water  supply  in  the  Market  Place  has 
previously  been,  reported  to  be  subject  to  pollution’  at  the  source, 
and  a sample  taken  in  July  again,  indicated  that  .the  supply  was 
of  unsatisfactory  bacterial  quality. 

A Wallace  and  Tiernan’s  Hypochlorinator  was  installed  in 
August,  since  when  the  supply  has  been  certified  by  the  Analyst 
to  be  satisfactory  for  domestic  use  and  human  consumption. 
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PRIVATE  WELLS 

Attention  was  given  ito  private  wells  supplying  domestic 
premises  and.  dm  three  instances  where  pollution,  w;as  indicated, 
informal  lacltion  resulted  in  the  closing  of  the  wells  and  a piped 
supply  from  the  public  mains  being  laid  on  to  the  premises. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS 

The  River  Wiitbam  and  iilts  contributory  stream,  the  Mowbeck, 
have  been,  kept  under  constant  observation.  The  latter  was  on 
occasions  found  to,  be  grossly  polluted.  A number  of  investigations 
were  made  into  the  sources  of  pollution  and  followed  up  by  samp- 
ling of  dyke  waiter  and  effluents  discharging  into,  the  Mowbeck. 
Representations,  made  to  delinquent  firms  resulted  in,  the  elimina- 
tion of  a certain,  amount  of  pollution  and  the  cleansing  of  various 
dykes.  At  the  end  of  the  year  pollution  by  am  effluent  of  an  oily 
nature  occurimg  ait  one  point  was  still  not  disposed  of,  and  is  still 
receiving  constant  attention . 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION 

No  conversions,  of  the  few  remaining  pail  closets:  in  the 
borough  have  taken  place  during  the  year. 

COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL  OF  REFUSE 

These  services  were  the:  cause  of  considerable  anxiety  during 
the  year  under  review  owing  to  insufficient  labour  not  being  avail- 
able to  maintain  the  normal  standard  of  efficiency.  Consequently, 
numerous  complaints,  were  received  of  refuse  not  being  collected 
at  frequent  intervals,  and  towards,  the  end  of  the  year  the  position 
from  the  public  health  point,  of  view  was  considered  grave. 

Representations  were,  made  to  the  authorities,  controlling 
labour  for  men,  to,  be  directed  to  refuse  collection  and  an  appeal 
was  also  made  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  assistance  in  securing 
personnel  for  this  service.  There  was  no  immediate  response  to 
these  requests. 

The  four  S.D.  Freighters  which  have  been  in  constant  use  for 
collecting  refuse  for  over  five  years,  are  showing  signs  of  wear  and 
tear  and  maintenance  costs,  are  increasing.  Their  replacement  by 

new  vehicles  will  need  'to,  be  considered  as  soon  as  the  time  is 
opportune.

Stoppages  for  repairs,  are  therefore

the  difficulties  experienced  in  destroying  all  the  house  refuse. 

The  surplus  refuse  which  the  destructor  was  unable  to  cope 
with  was  disposed  of  by  tipping  on  a disused  clay-pit  which  was 
acquired  by  the  Council  some  two  years  ago.  The  principles  of 
controlled  tipping  were  adhered  to  as  far  as  possible,  but  again 
inadequate  labour  together  with  the  periodical  flooding  of  the  pit 
presented  problems  which  have  since  been  overcome. 

All  practical  steps  were  taken  to  prevent  or  mitigate  nuisances 
arising  from  the  'tip. 

SANITARY  INSPECTION  OF  THE  AREA 

One  hundred  and  ninety-nine  complaints  of  nuisances  made 
to  the  Department  received  prompt  investigation.  In  carrying  out 
routine  inspections  of  the  district  it  has  become  very  evident  thalt 
after  five  years  of  war,  many  dwelling  houses  have  fallen  into  a 
state  of  dis-repair  owing  to  acute  shortage  of  building  labour  and 
materials.  Generally  it  was  found  that  owners  willingly  and  readily 
made  every  effort  to  abate  nuisances  when  requested,  but  such  was 
the  demand  upon  the  local  building  contractors  that  delay  in 
effecting  even  essential  repairs  to  dwellings  was  inevitable. 

A summary  of  inspections  is  appended  on  page  18. 

MOVABLE  DWELLINGS 

In  three  instances  informal  action  resulted  in  the  removal  of 
caravans  from  sites  in  respect  of  which  no  licence  had  been  granted 
under  Section  269  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936.

To  comply  with  a Direction  from  the  Ministry  of  Food 
requesting  Ithe  local  authority  to  proceed  energetically  and  without 
delay  in  securing  effective  action  in  the  destruction  of  rats,  a 
Rodent  Officer  was  appointed  on  the  19th  June  to  carry  out  surveys 
of  premises  and  to  undertake  the  practical  work  of  rodent  destruc- 
tion. 

Rodent  infestation  was  found  to-  be  fairly  widespread  through- 
out the  borough,  and  188  premises  of  varying  character  (including 
gardens,  allotments,  fowl-runs,  piggeries,  factories,  the  River 
banking,  the  council's  destructor  and  refuse  tip)  were  treated,  with 
good  results.

(b)  MILK  (SPECIAL  DESIGNATIONS)  ORDER,  1936 

One  licence  was,  granted  during  the  year  in  respect  of  a Pas- 
teurising  Establishment . 

The  number  of  samples,  of  pasteurised  milk  taken  during  the 
year  was  21 ; all  were  found  to  conform  .to  the  standard  prescribed 
in  the  Order. 

(c)  MILK  AND  DAIRIES  ORDER,  1926 

Ninety-six  visits  were  made  to  cowsheds  and  dairies,  and.  in 
a few  instances,  it  was  necessary  to  remind  occupiers  of  the  need 
for  lime-washing  and  cleansing  of  internal  surfaces,. 

One  retailer  found  filling  miilik  bottles  in  the  street  received 
a warning. 

(d)  SAMPLING  OF  MILK  SUPPLIES 

Forty-six  samples  of  ungraded  milk  were  obtained  during  the 
year;  12  were  reported  to,  be  of  poor  or  bad  keeping  quality  and 
of  an  unsatisfactory  bacteriological  standard. 

The  bulk  of  the  milk  consumed  in  the  borough  is  produced 
in  the  adjoining  rural  area,  and  it  is  felt  that  on  many  farms  the 
lack  of  adequate  and  readily  accessible  water  supply,  without 
which  proper  cleansing  of  utensils,  vessels,  etc.,  ;and  cooling  of 
milk  cannot  be  efficiently  carried  out,  is  one  of  the  principal  disr- 
advamtages  with  which  the  producers,  have  to  contend  in  endeavour- 

to  improve  the  standard  of  cleanliness:  and  keeping  quality  of  the 
milk. 

MEAT  AND  FOOD  INSPECTION 

Details  of  (the  number  of  animals  slaughtered  and  inspected 
at  the  Government  controlled  slaughter-house  is  given  in  tabulated 
form  on  page  19. 
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Four  .hundred  and  six  visits  were  made  to  the  slaughter-house 
during  the  year;  the  work  frequently  necessitates  inspection  of 
meat  after  normal1  office  hours,  on  Sundays  and  Bank  holidays. 

An  outbreak  of  swine  fever  occurred  in  the  county  during  the 
summer  months,  and  during  this  period  many  casualty  pigs,  were 
sent  into  the  slaughter-house;  needless  to  say  all  such  casualties 
were  subjected  to  most  careful  and  detailed  inspection. 

The  entire  carcases  and  organs  of  the  under-mentioned  animals 
were  condemned  for  the  reasons  stated: —

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PUBLIC  HEALTH  (MEAT)  REGULATIONS,  1924 

Generality  the  requirements  oif  the  Regulations  have  been  well 
observed,  although  it  has  been  necessary  on  occasions  ifco  draw 
attention,  to  the  need  for  covering  and  protecting  meat  during  trans- 
port through  the  streets.  It  has  also  bean  noted  that  ini  one  or 
two  instances  butchers  persist  in  having  their  shop  windows:  open, 
and  it  is  difficult  to  perceive  how  they  can  adequately  guard  against 
contamination  of  meat  by  dust,  dirt  and  flies  under  such  circum- 
stances. 

OTHER  FOODS 

Numerous  visits  were  paid  to  food  shops  at  the  request  of 
retailers,  for  the  purpose  of  inspecting  and  issuing  condemnation 
certificates  in  connection  with  canned  goods  and  other  food  com- 
modities which  were  found  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption.
